Dear Mr. Young: 

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of 
March 29, 2001, for records concerning various dossiers. Your request 
was received in this office on April 18, 2001. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and 
Investigations Index and a search of the Investigative Records 
Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to Hungary Operational Information, 
ZF010103W. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in 
accordance with Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of this 
review information has been sanitized from these records as it is 
currently and properly classified CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 
1.3(a)(3) and 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958. This information is exempt from 
the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. 
Code 552 (b) (1). Fees for processing this request are waived. A 
brief explanation of the applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3(a) (3) of EO 12958 provides that information 
shall be classified CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized 
disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause damage to 
the national security. 

Section 3.4(b) (1) of EO 12958 provides that information 
more than 25 years old is exempt from automatic 
declassification if it would reveal the identity of a 
confidential human source, or reveal information about the 
application of an intelligence source or methods or reveal 
the identity of human intelligence source when the 
unauthorized disclosure of that source would clearly and 
demonstrably damage the national security interests of the 
United States. 
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Since the release of some of the information deleted from the 
records would result in an unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights 
of the individuals concerned, this information is exempt from the 
public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 
(b) (7) (C) . 

In addition, since the release of the information in the records 
would reveal the identity of confidential sources, it is exempt from 
public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b) (7) (D) of the 
FOIA . The significant and legitimate governmental purpose to be 
served by withholding is that a viable and effective intelligence 
investigative capability is dependent upon protection of confidential 
sources . 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial 
of your request. This denial is made on behalf of Brigadier General 
Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army Intelligence and 
Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA. You 
may appeal this decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to 
file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your appeal 
must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of 
this letter. After the 60 day period, the case may be considered 
closed; however, such closure does not preclude you filing litigation 
in the courts. 

We have been informed by the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
that eight pages are withheld from public disclosure pursuant to Title 
5 U.S. Code 552 (b) (1) and (b) (3) of the FOIA. It is not possible to 
reasonably segregate meaningful portions of the withheld pages for 
release. 

The withholding of the information by the CIA constitutes a denial 
of your request and you have the right to appeal this decision to the 
Agency Review Panel within 45 days from the date of this letter. If 
you decide to file an appeal, it should be forwarded to the following: 
Ms. Kathryn I. Dyer, Information and Privacy Coordinator, Central 
Intelligence Agency, Washington, DC 20505. Please explain the basis 
of your appeal. Cite CIA #F-2000-00424 assigned to your request so 
that it may be easily identified. 

During the processing of your request, information was disclosed 
which is under the purview of another government agency. This office 
has no authority to release the record and it us being referred, along 
with your request, for appropriate action under the FOIA, and direct 
reply to you. 
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We are continuing to review other titles you have requested and 
will respond to you by separate correspondence when our review is 
complete .

Vormal customs and border procedures were accomplished in the airport, and Source 
was able to leare the airport for Budapest within an hour after arrival.

tted that he crossed the border during the early morning hours of 24 November 
1961, while enroute to Budapest, in his 1958 Ford Coupe* When stopped at the 
control point, he was asked only to declare what monies he was bringing into 
the country and after one of the two persons on the point made a record of this, 
he was waved on by a salute from the guard. Source stated that the two guards 
on the check point appeared very young. 

Source stated that Highway 1 was very muddy due to recent rains and 
that farmers carried mud from their side routes and fields onto the main highway. 
Source was displeased because his car became very dirty after aprx one-half hour. 

Source stated that while attending conferences in Budapest, be and his 
friend were always in the presence of two Interpreters who continually made a 
nuisance of themselves, and Source was not able to discuss all the items he would 
normally feel'^ree to do. On the evening of 24 November 1961, Source and friend 
picked up two women in the hotel and proceeded to an inn south of Budapest on 
Route 7. Meaning to remain at the inn with the women overnight, Source was 
refused quarters as he had had to leave his papers behind in Budapest at the 
hotel. After one hour, Source and friends returned to Budapest. One woman 1 s 
name was LIU, Am. 

Source stated that while driving north Area Budapest, during the evening 
hours of 25 November 1961, he saw two watchtovers similar to those found in 
border areas. Although it was nighttime and fairly foggy, Source stated that 
he could see personnel in the nearest tower. Nationality or uniforms could 
not be determined. Source stated that first tower was seen in vicinity of 
TAHITOTFAUJ (CT574905) and second was detected across the river from DUNABOGDANT 
(CT528955). g

Source stated that the majority of Hungarians observed appeared poor, 
not veil dressed, according to Western standards, and several persons engaged 
in conversation vith Source were hesitant and scaetiaes fearful of, talking 
with a person fros the Vest. 

Hungarian Border Controls, HEGTESHALGM. While leaving Hungary cm the 
■orning of 26 November 1961, Source was stopped at this check point* Two 
people were on duty at the control point* Source was Bade to account for his 
aoney that had been recorded when he arrived in Hungary. Guards had hia open 
his suitcase but Bade only a very cursory examination, not even touching 
articles within the suitcase. Source was then waved on. Complete operation 
did not last more than 15 ainutes. Source stated that on a previous trip he 
took the train from Budapest to Vienna, and the train was halted for an hour 
while guards in overalls checked the entire train including undercarriages.

1« Danube Rirer traffic from Wast Germany to I Email, USSR: Internal 
Trarel, Controls and Smuggling Actiritias partalning to Danube Rirer Seaman: 

a* Smuggling: Smuggling is a widespread aotirity among Danube Rirer . 
seamen. Jewelry and items made of gold, suoh as wrist watches and oof f links, are 
purchased in Vest Germany and Austria end resold by the seamen in the Bloc 
countries. Ccnncn MO employed by the seamen is to conceal the itsms of contra- 
band in inner tubes or structural parte of bicycles, motor scooters or similar 
type rehicles whioh they carry with them aboard their ressels or barges* Wines 
and liquors are smuggled into, the OFR on the return trip by concealing the bottles 
in the bilges of their ships and barges • 

b. Internal Trarel and Controls of OFR seamen on the Danube: Trarel 
in all the Bloc countries by OFR seamen on the Danube Rirer does not require may 
documentation or passes other than the daman's Identity ©*rd which mast hm 
parried cm the person at all times.

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Source (who had not been contacted prior to the time of the trip to 
HungSfy) traveled by POV to Hungary during the period 1-10 September 1961, and 
furnished the following information: 

a. Customs control entry: Source arrived at Hegyeshalom (2P6l09) f 
Hungary, at aprx 1730 hours, 1 September 1961, in his POV, a I960 VW Camper, % 
accompanied by his wife and two children* It the border check point, the pass- 
ports of the passengers were checked by a uniformed person. Another uniformed 
person made a cursory inspection of the vehicle plus the contents of one of the 
suitcases • Source was asked whether any Hungarian Forints (HF), cameras or 
radios were in his possession. Source had a earner a which was declared and 
converted EMW into HF at this time. A personal inspection was not performed and 
after about a fifteen-minute delay. Source and family were allowed to depart* 

b. ^ Customs control exit: On the return journey, Source arrived at 
Hegyeshalom border check point at aprx 1130 hours, 10 September 1961. At this 
time his passport and the passports of his family were checked, stamped and 
returned. A cursory inspection was made of the vehicle and luggage. Source and 
family departed the check point without incident. 

c. Internal controls : At aprx 2100 hours, Source and family arrived 
in Budapest (CT5561) at the home of his aunt. Source wanted to register with 
the police upon his arrival in the city. However, his aunt informed him that . 
it was unnecessary. Aprx three days later, Source was informed to report to 
the police station in Budapest. At the police station, Source was asked why he 
did not register with the police. Source replied that his aunt had checked with 
the housemeister of the building where they were living and was informed that 

it was not necessary. The police informed him that it is mandatory to register

forms and at the completion of the forms was told that for failure to register, 
there is a fine of HO HF. Source paid the fine and was informed -pj the police 
not to forget to register the next time, or there will be a heavier fine imposed 
at the next violation. 

d. Information pertaining to the purchase of gasoline: Source learned 
that in order for a person to make gasoline purchases, he must first obtain gas 
coupons at one of the post offices within Hungary. Source also learned that 
gasoline stations within Hungary receive a monthly quota and once that quota is 
exhausted, the owner will not receive more until the following month.

Source states that for this trip, she did not need any docu- 
mentation other than her Identity Card. She states that Since about Jan 
61, Ehngary, CSSR and Ruaanla hsve un agreement, pertaining to travel with- 
in those countries without a paeepart. All that is necessary ie the ordi- 
nary ID Card, to which is attached an insert, called "Utlevel Lap* (pass- 
port page) . The passport page^ say be obtained by any citizen of the above 
countries at travel agencies; in the case of Bbngary, at the XBUSZ. While 
traveling with this passport insert, the following limitations apply;

The boy 
was not at home; however, he arrived the following day and hitchhiked 
with her to the Danish border. Prom there, thqy continued via b6at and 
train to COPES HAGEtl (the Ves t German paid all expenses). In COPENHAG E N , 
she joined the^ L- iaily and remained there unti*4_ 
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Source states that while she was in COPENHAGEN, she received 
a phone call from the Hungarian Embassy* The Hungarian official gave her 
a phone number of a Hungarian, residing in COPENHAGEN, whoa she wsb to 
contact, and who was to show her around the city. She did not accept the 
offer* The embassy also arranged for her to aeet another Hungarian at a 
local cafe. She was given the naae of thie man, but doe6 not recall it. 
She states that she kept this meeting, and when she arrived to the cafe, 
she was met by three Hungarians. They spent several hours talking mostly 
about Hungary (Source states that they kept telling her how much nicer 
things are in Hungary, etc., as to discourage her fro© becoming a possible 
defector). She states that they did not threaten her in any way, that they 
were not aware of bar intention to remain in the West.

visa was valid, it would be retained, and source could personally obtain it 
on his way through Vienna* Source per sonally a ppeared at the Hungarian 
Legation in Vienna at 0900 hours, and was informed that the 

necessary visa for source and his

to enter Hungary had been sent to 
the IBUSZ Travel Agency, located at 26 Kaerntnerstrasse, Vienna 1, Austria, 
and could be picked up at 1300 hours cm that date* Source obtained the 
visa as prescribed and received no instructions regarding his projected 
trip, or any restrictions applicable thereto* The visa was described as a 
pink folder, approximately 2£ by 4 inches, folded, with a center page 
which could be removed. The writing on the visa was in the German and 
Hungarian languages and source filled out the visa with the desired infor- 
mation in so far as possible, with the aid of his youngest son, who has 
seme knowledge of the German language. It is to be noted that source has 
no proficiency in either German or Hungarian and during the entire course 
of the journey relied upon the limited German language ability of his son, 5 
unless the English language was spoken. Source furnished the following: 

a* Customs control and entry: 

(1) Source arrived at the Hungarian border crossing point near 

Hegyesalom (XP6109), Hungary, at approximately 1430 hour* * 4- *

were no controls by Austrian officials, and as source approached the 
Austrian - Hungarian border he noted a barrier across the highway . Beyond 
the barrier, a customs house was located on the left side of the road. 
Further ahead was another barrier crossing the road. Source parked his 
vehicle in front of the customs house and a uniformed guard appeared from 
inside the building, and requested source's papers. After a cursory 
examination he motioned for source to enter the building. Source entered 
the building accompanied by his youngest son. Source's wife and other 
son remained in their vehicle. Source proceeded to a table located directly 
to his front, and occupied by two other uniformed officials. He was 
motioned to a seat by one of the officials behind the table. Immediately 
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following source v » complying with tbeee instructions, the official fro» 
outside, who had taken his papers, entered the building and placed his 
papers on the table in front of the two seated officials. Source's 
limited observation of the official who had taken his papers precluded a 
description. Hs was wearing a brown uniform as was the officials 
seated behind the table. These uniforms w%re ^further described as 
being composed of a coat and trousers. The officials wore low quarter 
shoes. He weapons were obe erred* In distinguishing the officials seated 
behind the table, source noted that both officials wore shoulder boards 
ef a dark shade of brown. The official to his left, as he faced the 
table, had one star en his shoulder board, and the official to the right 
had two stars. Source described these stars to be of a me tali c silver, 
the approximate color ef pewter. He observed no other identifying factors 
regarding the uniform. Located on another table to the rear of the two 
officials there were two caps, service type with bill, facing away from 
him. 

(2) The official with two stars motioned source to take a 
seat at the table beside him and began examining source's passport, visa, 
and other papers presented to the guard outside. Upon completion of this 
cursory examination, the official removed the center portion from the visa 
folder, which he retained, and stamped it. The other portion of the visa was 
also stamped and returned to source. A cursory examination was made of 
source's passport and it was also stamped. The official asked source how 
much money he had in his possession and source counted his money without 
reserving it from his wallet, informing the official that he had 140 US dollars 
and 1600 Austrian shillings. This information was recorded and source was 
mot queried regarding the monies in the possession of the other members of 
his party. The official then completed another form querying source 
concerning radios and cameras in the source's possession. Source declared 
the car radio in his vehicle but overlooked the small portable transistor 
radio in the possession of his son. He noted the cameras also but was 
only required to provide the name of the manufacturer. The paper 
containing the accounting of the radios and cameras was stamped by the 
official and returned to source with instructions that the paper would be 
presented at the time source departed the country. The official prepared 
another font for which the International Motor Insurance Card (Green 
Card), wtjich source had included among the visa aad passports submitted, 
did not suffice. In completing this form, source mas asked to present his 
vehicle registration amd driver *s license. These documents were returned 
to source after the form was completed, together with another card which 
source understood to be a third party insurance binder, aad he was requested 
to pay 20 Hungarian Ferints for this insurance. Upon informing the official 
that he did not have any Hungarian currency in his possession, source was 
directed to another table legated nearby, where he would be able to convert 
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his currency. Source presented four twenty dollar bills in US currency 
to the indiTidu&l at this table, who* he could describe only as being dressed 
in cirilian clothes* The exchanger returned two of the bills indicating 
that this was to wich wmey to be exchanged* Source asked if there was any 
restriction regarding the aaount of Money he could conrert, and the exchanger 
responded by inquiring as to how aaoy people were In source f p party* Source 
replied that there were four persons and the exchanger took one of the 
bills back and conrerted sixty dollars into Hungarian Forints. In exchange 
for the sixty US dollars, source receired 1,384.20 Hungarian Forinte. 
Source returned to the official who had been processing his papers, gare 
him the prescribed amount, and was further informed that it was also required 
that he purchase a road nap of Hungary and a city plan of Budapest. These 
iteos amounted to U Ferints, which source paid, and his processed and 
stamped papers were returned to him. Source was instructed that upon arriral 
at his hotel in Budapest, he would present the passports, together with the 
remaining portion of the pink risa folder, to the clerk at the hotel. The 
official then instructed source to follow him outside, and proceeded directly 
to source f s vehicle, the only vehicle in the vicinity. 

(3) The official directed source to open the rear door of the 
station wagon, and upon compliance, source was instructed to open a suitcase 
and handbag. After merely glancing at the contents, the official indicated 
he was satisfied, walked around the vehicle, looking in the windows, and 
motioned to source that he could proceed on his journey. 

(4) Source estimated the entire border processing to have 
consumed approximately 40 minutes. Seither be, nor any member of his family, 
was subjected to any physical search, and the attitude on the part of the 
♦fficimls was courteous and completely businesslike* Source noted that 

in addition to the three uniformed men mentioned, and the civilian money 
changer, he also observed a woman In the building who appeared to be the 
operator of a small refreshment counter located therein. Also, another 
uniformed official was observed in a corridor at the other end of the 
building. This portion of the building appeared to contain small offices. 
So other persons were observed except another traveler who appeared to be 
undergoing exit processing and who departed immediately following source f s 
entering the building. Source further noted that during his processing, 
the customs official weert^g one star, answered a telephone call. Source 
heard this official use the word *Amerikaniscber* (American), listen for 
a moment, and leave the building, tasdiately following this official's 
departure, source heard a motorcycle engine start near the building and 
depart into the distance. The official returned in approximately five 
minutes, without comment, and returned to his chair. Source had not 
observed a motorcycle in the vicinity ef the building, nor did he hear a 
motorcycle return to the building. 
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(5) As directed by the official, source proceeded on hia 
journey toward Budapest, and as his rehicle approached the second barrier, 
it was raised. After passing the second barrier, source obserred 12 
uniformed soldiers, staggered along both sides of the road, at approximately 
100 yard intervals . They did not appear to be engaged in any type of 
actirity. Sate were leaning against trees; and others were soring about, 
appearing to be sentries • They glanced casually at the rehicle as it pro- 
ceeded but displayed no other interest. All were amed with sub-Machine 
guns, and attired in olire drab colored uniform, comprised of Jacket and 
trousers, similar to the old blanket type QD uniforms worn by US troops 
during World War II. Source was unable to recall the headgear being 
worn, but all were wearing boots. Source described the weapon in the 
possession of these soldiers as being similar to the 7.62mm Shpagin Sub- 
machine Gun, M1941 (PPSh) but different in that the wooden stock proceeded 
well beyond the breach of the weapon* Mo cooling jacket was present, and 
what appeared to be wooden strips extended along each side of the barrel 
to the mux tie. The weapon also had a strap for carrying and no flash hider 
or break was obserred at the muzzle. Source noted .that the weapons had a 
drum type magazine unlike any he had erer seen. The drum was not solid, but 
more like a reel, with the cartridges located therein risible and exposed. 52

(1) On his return trip, source arrired at the Hegyeshalom, a> 
Hungary (XP6109), border checkpoint at approximately 1430 hours , L~ 

*L \ Source obserred the same individuals to be present as at the time^of 

his entrance into ifangary, with the exception that the money changer and 
the woman who appeared to be operating the refreshment stand. Also, 
source noted that another indlridual was located outside of the customs 
control house, and appeared to be responsible for operating a control 
derice, located at the corner of the eustoms control house, which raised, 
or lowered, the barriers located across the road on each side of the customs 
control house. This individual was attired in a similar uniform to those 
worn by the officials described at the time ef entry; howerer, the quality 
was not as good and the individual appeared to be a soldier sentry, as 
opposed to the officials who processed travelers. Source was unable to offer 
soy further description of the latter individual except that he did not 
appear to be armed! 

(i) Source parked his rehicle in front of the customs control 
house, dimounted, and entered the building. He presented his passport, 
pink risa card, customs declaration, and allied paper to the same individual 
that had effected his initial processing when entering the country. The 
official stamped the pink risa card, which he retained, source f e passport, 
and affixed stamps to the Insurance card indicating a 30 Hungarian Forinta 
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refund. The currency declaration, completed at time of entry, was initialed 
by the official and retained* Bo questions were asked in this regard. The 
customs declaration indicating the cameras and radio in the possession of 
source at the tl»e of entry was also initialed and retained by the official. 
Upon completion of the processing of source •» papers, source inquired as 
to the disposition of the Hungarian currency that he still had in his 
possession. The Hungarian currency, If eonrerted to US currency, would 
aaount to 42 dollars , The official checked the currency declaration 
prepared at the time of entry, and informed source that the declaration 
indicated source had eonrerted 20 OS dollars into Hungarian Forints at 
the time of his entry and therefore had obtained the additional currency 
elsewhere* Source attempted to explain that he had not obtained Hungarian 
currency at any place except the 60 dollars that was converted at the 
time he entered the country. This explanation was not effective due to 
language difficulties, and source forgot that the official had in his posses- 
sion the paper indicating the currency transaction that had taken place* 
The official informed source that he would hare to expend the Hungarian 
currency in his possession and referred source to a novelty and souvenir 
shop located in the building. Source attempted to sell the currency to 
travelers processing for entry into Hungary without success, and purchased 
several items, to include vases and liquors at the novelty and souvenir 
counter, expending all of the Hungarian money in his possession with the 
exception of 20 Hungarian Forints* 



(3) During the period that source was engaged in expending 
the Hungarian currency in his possession, the official that had been doing 
his exit processing, had source's son accompany him to their vehicle 
parked outside. He instructed the boy to open the rear of the station wagon 
and casually examined the same two pieces of luggage that were checked at 
the time of entry. The official walked about the vehicle looking through 
the winders, and then opened the rear door of the vehicle on the right 
side, he looked under the rear seat, and instructed source v s son to pull 
the movable back portion of the rear seat forward. Source 1 s son did not 
understand* at t the time, what the official meant, and the official dismissed 
the instructions, and indicated that the processing was complete and they were 
permitted to proceed to Austria* Mo other search was conducted and, upon 
source's return to the vehicle* they departed* The barrier across the- 
re* d on the Austrian side was raised by the sentry observed at the corner 
of the customs control house. Source estimated the time consumed in his 
exit processing to have been approximately one and one half hours. 
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following the completion ef border 



processing, source proceeded to Budapest, Hungary via Hungarian route #1. 
At no time (hiring the period that he was within Hungary was source, or any 
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Mb«r of his party, stopped, or subjected to any type of controls whatsoever. 
Ch the trip to Budapest, Source stopped along the highway several tiaes, and 
on one occasion picnicked. They aroused considerable curiosity among the 
local inhabitants, but did not establish any contact because of the language 
barrier. Source stopped in Qyor, Hungary, for a short time, to view a few 

sights of interest, and then proceeded directly to tadapest.

(2) Upon arrival in Budapest, source proceeded directly to 
the Hotel Metro pole, and the entire family entered the hotel with the 
exception of the oldest son who remained in the vehicle with the luggage. 
The clerk at the reception desk spoke English. Source presented his passport 
and stamped visas, which the clerk retained and returned the following day. 
Source completed and signed a registration form. The cleric explained that 
by retaining the passports and visas, he would be able to accomplish all of 
the required procedures. This would include the preparation of peal tickets, 
which source would be issued to exchange for hie seals, either in that hotel, 
or those indicated on the booklet* There were no porters available, and 
source and his sons tarried the luggage to an elevator, which took them to 
their accomodations on the fourth floor of the hotel. Source noted that 
the accomodations consisted of three adjoining rooms. 'The toilet vas 
located in the hall. He further noted that during their stay at the hotel, 
every move was observed by the elevator operator who appeared to be on the 
fourth floor whenever anyone left the room to go to the toilet. All accom- 
modations, to include subsistence had been arranged through the American 
Express Company and the hotel personnel were friendly, considerate 1 and 
cooperative. Source inquired as to the availability of tours from the 
hotel but was informed that the hotel did not engage in this endeavor. At 
the time of check out from the hotel, the clerk appeared to stamp the visa 
and his passport; however, source did not examine the stamp* On the return 
trip to the border check point, source followed the swfce route used upon 
entering the country, and followed the same procedure of stopping and 
viewing interesting sights.

The train arrived at the creasing oontrel point at legytahalen, 
Hungary (XP6109) at 1725 hours, the control point was a ten ainute ride inside 
the Austria -Hungary border* Prior to arrival at tha control point t an Austrian 
official checked the source's passport and emeried him aa to the amount of 
Austrian currency he was oarrying. An individual in civilian clothes with a 
button on his coat lapel, which identified hin aa a Budapest police official, 
picked up source 1 s paeeport f and stated that he would return it in ten ainute s 9 
which he did. At the control point , the passports were picked up by a peraon 
wearing a brown uniform with brdwn shoulder boards with 1st lieutenant insignia* 
The passports were taken into a long low building on the north aide of the tracks. 
The Austrians also had customs control in this building. The train was detained 
>0 ainute 8 at this point* The source did not see the person who returned the 
passports to the train, but his passport was returned to hin ahortly after the 
train got under way. 

Tha same procedure was performed on the return trip, except the pass- 
ports wan picked up by the Hungarian official and returned by an Austrian 
official. The atop was of 45 alautcs duration* The source noted that while 
the train was being aerviced at the control point, tha personnel who serviced 
the oars thoroughly checked the underside of each car. He had not observed 
this notion on the trip into Hungary. 

The source waa required to declare his aoney on the train* The decla- 
ration fort was aade out in duplicate, and the source received a copy, which ha 
returned to the authorities on tha return trip. He was also required to declare 
his caaeras and was questioned whether or not be was oarrying a radio or other 
electrical equipment. Ha purchased Torints on the train at the rate of 2 J .07 
For in t a for one (l) United States dollar* The exchange of aoaey occurcd while 
the train was stepped at the border crossing point* The source's baggage waa 
not Inspected at any tlae. Ha could not state if other travelers' baggage waa 
inspected aa he occupied a ooapartaent, eoaeequeatly hie observation of activity 
on the train was Halted. 

At the border, tha aource noted a wire fence, a ploughed atrip approxi- 
aately 25 yards wide, and than a* second wire fence* He could not give an accurate 
description of the fences due to the Halted observation and the apeed of the 
train* Re obaerved three watoh towere situated at intervals near the fence, and 
one In close proxialty of the tracks was Banned. 
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Vpon arrival 1m Budapest, the source was Mt at the station by a female 
representative of IBDSZ. She engaged a taxi for the trip to the Hotel Astoria, 
where the source stayed. The source 9 s hotel accomodations had been changed due 
to the crowded conditions resulting from the large attendance at the Industrial ^ 
trade fair which was in progress. The source had been issued a pink police pass cZ 
along with his visa. It was taken at the hotel desk along with his passport* ^ 
The police pass was stamped and returned together with his passport on the after- 
noon of «£_ i the source was required to pay 20 Forints for this service, but n>\ 
did not understand what the charge was for. The pass was returned to the authori- 1 
ties at the border control point, fhe source had paid IBOSZ in advance for first '3/ 
clans hotel accomodations which he did not reoeive. the IBOSZ representative at <n 
the hotel could not reimburse the source, but settled the matter by issuing the 
source additional meal coupons which the source oould use at the hotel restaurant ^EJ 
and other eating establishments designated by IBUSZ. He recouped his money in 
Fbrints with the aid of the head waiter at the hotel. Upon departure from the 
hotel, the source was transported to the railroad station in a chauffeur driven 
sedan, again accompanied by a female representative of IBOSZ. 

The source visited the industrial trade fair which was in progress. 
He noted approximately 20 Soviet enlisted men. The uniforms bore varied collar 
tabs of black, light pink, and blue* He also noted one Soviet captain and one 
Soviet lieutenant, both of whom wore the black collar tabs of technical troops. 
The balance of the troops he observed at the fair were Hungarian troops. Ho 
had casually inquired about Soviet troops stationed in Budapest end was informed 
that there were Soviet troops stationed in the suburbs of Budapest. He did not 
question further. 

The source noted that construction had commenced on a new bridge on 
the east side of the Danube river between the Chain and Liberty bridges* 

The source rode a oog train from Tarosmajor, Budapest city plan, to 
its termination in the area of Soloys street, where a hotel is located* While 
sightseeing in the area source observed a twelve story building with a large 
antenna mounted on the roof. The top four floors had balconies In which were 
mounted objects similar to radar screen. These were both round and bulldoser 
blade types. The source could hear an audible humming sound emitting from the 
building. The building was end weed by a fence. There were no military personnel 
in the area. He was informed that this was a television antenna. 

The source stated that all meals wore of excellent quality. He ordered 
orange juice for breakfast the first morning and discovered that it cost him 
mighty cents for a small glass. Upon inquiry, he discovered there was a criti- 
cal shortage of such items and also eggs and meat. Hs noted that the people had 
to stand in long lines to acquire these items. 

The source could not state positively whether his baggage had been 
searched, but he did find his hotel room door open on several occasions, and 
thought at one time that his camera had been tampered with. Although the source

When the person fcccaae aware that the eeurce was looking at hin t he leaned back 
in his chair and was concealed behind a pillar.

During these customs and border crossing control procedures , SUBJECT'S 
baggage was not subjected to a search. The train departed from 
Hegye shalom at 1600 hours, and proceeded to the East Railroad Station 
in Budapest, arriving there at 2055 hours. Baring the trip from 
Hegye shalom to Budapest, a customs official returned SUBJECT 1 S passport 
to HIM.

to tienna*y ; train# Approximately one naif hour after departing £r« 
Budapest, a Hungscrlan customs official came through the train car in 
which SUBJECT wwi seated, and collected all pits sports, then SUBJECT 
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gave up HIS passport, HE furnished HIS police registration document to 
this customs official. At 1200 hours, the train arrived in Hegyeshalom. 
The train remained there until 1250 hours, at "which time it proceeded 
to Vienna* While in Hegyeshalom, a Hungarian customs official collected 
the carbon copy of the form indicating that SUBJECT entered Hungary 
with West German and Austrian currency, as well as a camera; which 
was issued*. to SUBJECT when HE entered Hungary. At the same time, 
SUBJECT was required by this customs official to account for the 
amount of West German and Austrian currency indicated on this form 
by exhibiting cash or money exchange certificates, the sums of which 
would equal the amounts indicated on the above-mentioned form. 
During this customs and border control procedure, SUBJECT was asked 
no questions and HIS belongings were not searched. SUBJECT noted 
that in HIS train car the customs officials searched the belongings 
of the Hungarian nationals who were traveling out of Hungary, other- 
wise no one was searched. Between Hegyeshalom and Vienna, an Austrian 
customs official returned HIS passport to H3M. 

e. Regarding the above-mentioned police registration document 
which SUBJECT received upon entering Hungary, it was not necessary for 
SUBJECT to either personally register or de-register with the police 
authorities in Budapest. Specifically, this registration and de- 
registration was accomplished by the hotel officials at the hotel 
Astoria, Kossuth Lajos Utca 19, Budapest, where SUBJECT had HIS 
lodgings. When HE accepted HIS reservations at this hotel HE was 
required to furnish HIS passport and police registration document to 
the hotel receptionist. These documents were returned to SUBJECT the 
following day. At 2230 hours, 0f^T Jkt the da F before HE departed 
Budapest to return to West Germany, SUBJECT took HIS police registration 
document to the hotel receptionist and indicated that HE desired to 
de-register with the police in Budapest. The receptionist informed 

HIM that the hotel could de-register HIM. The receptionist then took 
SUBJECT'S police registration document and stamped the back of this 
document with the date and the name of the hotel* This document was 
then returned to SUBJECT.

^y^Ufj Operational Information, Hungary: Source who traveled by train 
toMumgery during the period 20 May to 30 Hay 1961 furnished the following! 

a* Customs control entry t Source arrived at Kegyeshalom (XP 6IO9) 
at approximately 1740 hours, 20 May I96I. The train remained at this station 
approximately forty minutes, until the Hungarian customs officials completed 
their border crossing control procedures, which were as follows: 

(1) One uniformed customs official went through the railroad 
car examining and collecting all passports* 

(2) A second uniformed customs official went through the 
train car asking everyone if they were carrying cigarettes, coffee or 
chocolate into Hungary* It the same time, this customs official examined 
all suitcases. This search was very cursory* In the case of source, this 
oustoms offtcial asked source to open his suitcase* Ihen source did this, 
the customs'offioial merely looked under a suit, which source packed on the 
top of the rest of his belongings, and then indicated that source could 
close the suitcase* This customs official noted that source was in possession 
of a brief case* He asked source what he was carrying in it. Source stated 
that this case contained some toilet articles. The oustoms official was 
apparently satisfied with this answer and did not require source to open his 
brief case* 

(3) A third customs official, in the company of an IBUSZ 
representative, went through the trai^T car asking the passengers if they were 
in possession of a camera, and how much-money they were entering Hungary with* 
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The IBUSZ representative changed foreign currencies into Hungarian currency 
upon request. Source indicated that he was in possession of a camera and 
West German currency. The customs official indicated the amount of West 
German currency in source's possession and that he had a camera on a 
certificate of valuables, of which source received a carbon copy. Source 
was informed that when he exits Hungary, he would have t<r6xhitot this 
certificate; otherwise he could not take his camera with him when he leaves 
Hungary. 

b. Customs control exit: At 0050 hours, JO May 1961, source 
departed Budapest on the "Orient Arlfcerg" express train, hound for Vienna. 
At approximately 0230 hours, this train arrived at the Hegyeshalom border 
crossing station. The train remained at this station approximately two 
hours. Source's passport and police registration document were collected 
"by a Hungarian customs official. Source's belongings were not searched 
and he was asked no questions. The train departed from Hegyeshalom at 
approximately 0430 hours, and arrived in Vienna at ''0710 hours. During the 
trip from Hegyeshalom to Vienna, an Austrian customs official returned his 
passport to him. 

c. Internal Controls: 

(1) About one half hour prior to arriving in Budapest, a 
customs official returned source's passport to him. Source observed that 
over the Hungarian visa, entered in his passport, the customs officials 
stamped a notice of entry, indicating the date that source arrived in 
Hungary. When source gave up his passport, he also gave up a police 
registration document, which registered source with the police in Budapest. 
This registration document was returned to source with the last of the 
three perforated sections removed. Source arrived at the East .Railroad 
Station in Budapest at 2030 hours. 

(2) After arriving in Budapest, source immediately proceeded 
by taxi to the Hotel Nemzeti, Budapest, VII Josef Korut. Source reported 
to the hotel receptionist and received his hotel reservations. He was 
registered in to room 74* This receptionist instructed source to leave his 
passport and police registration document with him. In this regard, source 
was info rmecL that the hotel would take care of registering source with the 
police, and for this reason the hotel needed source's passport and police 
registration document. He was informed that these documents would be 
returned to him on 22 May I96I. This receptionist also gave source a coupon 
slip, bearing 18 detachable coupons. This coupon slip entitled source to 
six breakfasts, six lunches and six suppers at the Hotel Nemzeti. 

(5) When source, on 22 May I96I, went to his hotel room to 
retire for the night, he noted indications that his belongings in the room 
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may have been searched during the day. Specifically, when he left the 
room that morning he left the head of the key in the clothes wardroom in 
a diagonal position, and when he examined this key upon returning to his 
room that night, he noted that the head of the key was in a vertical 
position. Further, he noted that one of the latches on his "brief case 
was not closed. Subject recalled that when he left his room that morning, 
he had closed both latches on his brief case. I>uring his lunch meal at

4. Operational Information, Hungary* 

a. Applying for Travel Visat Source is an employee of a 
West German manufacturing firm and application for the visa was made "by 
the firm. Source traveled in company of other workers and was scheduled 
to demonstrate equipment manufactured by her company at the Budapest 
Trade Fair. Source traveled to Hungary in a company-owned sedan and 
returned by rail. Entry into Hungary was accomplished at the 
Bruckneudorf -Hegyeshalom border crossing, and exit was made at the 
Heyeshalom-Nickelsdorf border point. 

b. Source and companions crossed the Austrian-Hungarian border 

at Hegyeshalom, Hungary, on^ L Passports were surrendered 

for necessary checks and stamps, and currency control forms were exe- 
cuted. Guards removed one suitcase from party f s luggage and made a 
pre-emptory examination of its contents* No restrictions were placed 
on route of travel. 

c. Source returned to West Germany alone and by train. 
Source crossed Hungarian border in vicinity of Hegyeshalom, and pass- 
port bore stamp "Hegyeshalom-Nickelsdorf 11 . A cursory examination of 
Source's passport was made, and no examination was made of her luggage. 

d. Source reported that the country in general is rather 
poor.

Source furnished the fo l loving information concerning a tour to Hangary 
during the period M 

a* General: The tour was arranged through Sheffler Travel Service, 
Frankfurt y^ain at a oost of $75*00 per person. No instructions regarding 
restrictions of any kind were given prior to departure. Source departed 
Frankfurt/Kain at 1030 hours, \ '* Source's passport with stamped 

visa was returned to him by the Sheffler guide upon boarding the bus at 
Frankfurt /Hain • 

b. Border oantrols-entry: Upon departure from Vienna, Austria members 
of the tour were issued forms on whioh they were required to list all types and 
amounts of monies in their possession. At the border orossing point, Hegyeshalom 
(XP6109), Hungary, these forms were picked up. Source observed no evidence of 
fencing or watchtowers on the border. At the checkpoint in Hegyeshalom, Hungary, 
source observed six uniformed personnel* Uniforms were khaki in color of what 
appeared to be wool Material. Two of the individuals were armed with pistole 
and four with sub machine guns equipped with drum-type magazines. A uniformed 
individual entered the bus at the checkpoint, compared the photograph of each 
passport with its owner, retained the passport and requested the owner to dis- 
mount. The passports were taken into a one story wooden building at the check- 
point. Source noted that some of the baggage was checked but was unable to 
determine the thoroughness of this oheck. No articles were impounded or sealed 
at the checkpoint, nor was there any body search of the tour members. Source 
was not required to complete any forms at the checkpoint.

The source traveled with hit prlrate automobile, a Yolk awaken 
sedan, to Sopron, Hungary* All necessary arrangements for the journey, to 
include visas and hotel accommodations, were Bade by the source through the 
Leo Linzer Reisedienat, Amberg/Opf, Germany. The source oressed the border 
into Hungary near Klingenbach, Austria. At the border check point, he was 
instructed to take all of his baggage into the check point building for 
inspection. Then he had taken four (4) of his suitcases into the building, 
a border guard returned to his automobile with his, and examined the auto* 
mobile by looking under the hood of the vehicle and into the rear of the car. 
Several packages were on the back seat of the car. The guard did mot examine 
these packages but asked what they contained. When the source explained that 
they were only small gifts for hia relatives, the guard did not examine them. 
The source returned to the check point building with the guard and was required 
to open his suitcases. After the suitcases were open, the guard did not search 
them, but visually examined the contents that could easily be seen. He examined 
the travel documents of the source and instructed him to report to the police 
in Sopron and register with them. He then took the Beisepass (passport) of the 
source to another room and, in approximately five (5) minutes, returned, and 
told the source he was free to proceed. The source departed from Hungary at 
the same crossing point. The examination of his personal effects was negligible 
on departure. Ihen the aource arrived in Sopron, he went directly to his hotel 
and registered. He mentioned that he had been told to report to the police and 
register, but the hotel personnel told him that this would not be necessary as 
they would extract the necesaary information from hia papers and register with 
the police for him. 

While in Hungary for thirteen days, the source traveled approximately 600 
kilometers through Western Hungary and waa not checked for documentation or 
stopped by the police at any time. He did notice that his Tolkswagen with 
German license plates attracted the attention of the local populace and was 
the object of curious starea whenever he stopped. 

Food and lodging was good at the hotel where source stayed, and there 
were many itemd on the hotel menu, such as veal, pork and butter, that the 
source, through conversations with relatives, determined were not readily 
available in at ores to the average person. The source also noticed people 
waiting in long lines in front of meat markets before they were open in order 
to be able to purchase meats in short supply. 

From discussions with relatives and close friends, the source received 
the impression that the majority of the people in Hungary are definitely 
against the present regime. The only persons who appear to be satisfied are 
those individuals who have never known any other type of life and are in 
relative positions of authority under the present regime. Source was told by 
friends and relatives that people hesitate to send their children to church 
or go to church themselves since this is an indication to persons in authority 
that they are unreliable. 



Shortly before leaving Hungary, a tire of the source's automobile was 
damaged beyond repair. The aource attempted to purchase a replacement in 
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" Sopron but the only tires ara^fble were bicycle and Motorcycle tires. Since 
the source's risa was due to expire, he returned to Austria without a spare 
tire.

The source was able to purchase gasoline for his automobile at approxi- 
mately the same price as in West Germany f but was required to purchase 
coupons of fire (5) liters each at the post office and exchange them for 
gasoline at the gasoline stations. The source heard rumors that this system 
is due to be changed shortly, and that individuals will be able to purchase 
and pay for gasoline at the stations. Highways were generally good throughout 
Western Hungary, but traffic was rery light. 

The source previously traveled to Hungary in i *y train. Although 

he stated this fact in his application for a risa for the current trip, mo 
difficulty was eneountered in obtaining the risa.

railroad station at Munich f Germany, on the 0910 "Orient Express" 
train, arriving in Arad (46 ll'V-21 19 f E), Rumania, at approxi- 
mately O65O hour^7~~ They obtained their visa through 
the Mi r anun di-Reisen (Mi raaunSi Travel Bureau), 2 Danenstif t etrasse, 
Munich. They were required to submit three bust photographs and 
show their personal identity card to the bureau officials and 
fill otit a questionare in order to receive their visa. Approxi- 
mately ten days were required to obtain the necessary rises. 
Source did not state his true place of employment on the applica- 
tion. He stated the purpose of his visit was to visit his parents, 
who lire in Sfanta-Ana (Saint Anna) (46 20 f K-21 30 , B), Rumania.

1. J^T) DOCUMENTATION : Source's documentation included a U.S. Passport, 
a Military I.D. Card, Leave Form, DA 31, and a Hungarian Visa, issued by- 
Hungarian Consulate in Vienna, Austria, od& ^ • only documentation 

checked during the entire trip was the passport containing the visa. 

3. i&T METHOD OF ENTRY : Source accompanied a tour group organized by 
SCHEFFLER TOUR AGEN6Y, Main Office, GARMISCH, Germany, Branch Office, Frankfurt/ 
Main, Fahrgasse Str. #3* All correspondence by and to Source was with the 
branch office in Frankfurt/fa. Application » for visa was also made through the 

agency and required from the middle of< _ >to obtain the 

visa. Application in triplicate and six (6) I.D. photos were necessary.

3. THE TOUR : The tour was conducted by the Agency reported above 

consisting of 120 persons. Approx. 4.0 persons constituted a bus load. In 
the bus ridden by source, all were American except the tour director, his wife 

and the driver. The tour started onfy — i n Frankfurt/M. , passing 

through Heidelberg and Munich in Germany picking up other members of the tour 
group and crossing the Austrian border at Salzburg the same date. From Salz- 
burg the tour proceeded to Vienna and then to the Austro-Hungarian border, 
Nickelsdorf (NCA) on the Austrian side and Hegyeshalom (NCA) on the Hungarian 

side. The border was reached at approx. 1800 hrsffc C , mm The tour

> The return trip was made over the exact route as listed above.

at approx. 1300 hrs,'£ ^and recrossed the border at approx. 1700 

hrs same date. 

J&) CONTROLS ; The controls as explained below were the same for 
both entry and exit, except where indicated. The tour buses, upon arrival 
at thepole barrier at the Hungarian border, were only allowed to proceed 
through the barrier one at a time. (This point applicable only upon entry.) 
As the necessary controls were finished on one bus it proceeded toward its des- 
tination and anotherwas allowed through the barrier. Once inside the barrier 
a guard entered the bus, checked the passport picture against the person 
carrying the passport, collected all passports and departed the bus for the 
customs or guard house. While waiting for the guard to return, persons were 
allowed off the bus and they could go to the guard house but were not allowed 
to wander around the area or get nearer to the actual border than thebus 
location. 

During this interim period the tour director passed around a group 
declaration sheet on which all persons had to account for all currency, radios 
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and/or cameras with them. Approximately 20 minutes after the guard departed 
with the passports, he returned, distributed the passports and with them a 
slip of paper, approx. 5" x 8" to be turned in upon exiting the country. 
This slip requested the following info; name, occupation, destination, 
purpose of travel, D/POB, duration of stay and location of stay. (Note: 
upon exiting, the slips were taken from those who had them, but in a very 
lax manner and no trouble was encountered when it was determined a few had 
been lost. ) No further controls were evidenced until the tour arrived in 
Budapest and at the hotel passports were again collected. They were, however, 
returned upon request the next morning with no new entries of any type.

Conversion slips were '"requested upon exiting 
but no trouble was encountered when it was revealed that all persons had not 
retained thpm.

7. ' tC) ITEMS OF INTEREST : During the actual debriefing on Source's 
stay in Budapest it was determined that he had very little of intelligence 
interest that could not be overtly obtained. The following described points 
are listed to help either confirm or deny known information. 

y a. Source was able to clearly see the Austro-Hungarian border 
strip in the near vicinity of the legal crossing point Hegyeshalom. (For 
his impression - see Sketch, Annex 1 to this Incl.). Also noted at the 
border were four (4) guards, two (2) wearing long overcoats and two (2) 
wearing breeches and short jackets. All other clothing and accessories 
appeared the same - boots (black) add short-billed caps with a red star 
emblem. All uniforms were brown in color. The two (2) guards in long over- 
coats were the only ones armed, one (1) with a submachine gun (ui Hungarian) 
and the other with a pistol (ui bype). 

b. The tour group was billeted at the Hotel GELLERT (on BUDA 6ide).

While touring the school, source observed- an English class 
in session and was requested to make a recording of one of the English lessons 
so that the pupils could study the correct manner of speech and accent. 
Source declined the invitation. During this tour several of the group 
(American teachers) acquired copies of some of the text books being used. 
The names of the group members are not known, however, some are from Heidelberg 
and some from Munich. Actual classroom teaching hours are from 0900 hrs to 
1300 hrs Monday through Saturday. From 1300 hrs till ? is for individual 
study. (Not shown on Annex 2) 

v g. Annex 7: This picture created some speculation on Source f s part. 
There is apparently no underground transportation or .-subway in Budapest but 
the blac^ and white sign in the middle of this picture would lead one to 
believe that such existed. (Approx. loc shown on Stadtflan, Annex 2 as Pt. 5) 

h. Annex 8: Pictures of AKAMMIA Street. While taking these 
pictures, Source was arrested? (detained) by a pdiceman and a soldier. Source 
was then escorted by the two to the building indicated by a red arrow on the 
photo. The entrance was guarded by two (2) young soldiers, believed to be 
Hungarian, however, source admits the situation was anxious enough so little 
detail was noted. A man in civilian clothes came to the front entrance and 
seeing that source was an American tourist, smiled and waved him away. No 
reason was determined for the detention, (not indicated on Annex 2 as exact 
street location could not be remembered.) 

v^i# Annex 9: Picture, taken from a moving bus on return trip, is of 
what source believes to be an oil refinery. 0i^ refinery located on S side 
of Of OR-BUD APES T. Highway approx. 1/2 hour distance E of GXOR. Bus speed 
estimated at 4-5-50 miles per hour.

1. Forwarded are consents requested by 66th MI Group on the 
report in reference. The comment* in sub-paragraph a, are those 
of the Hungarian Section of DAD Frankfurt, while those in sub- 
paragraph b are those of SPD. 

a. Regarding the former AVH, the name of this organization 
has been changed, and we have received several versions of the 
latent designation. The most commonly accepted seams to be 
"Belugyrainiszterium Allamvedelmi Csoport" (BAGS; Interior Ministry 
State Security Group). Organizations such as "Munkaaorseg" 
(Workers 1 Guard) merely supplement the work of the former AVH, 
and report to them. Apparently HOMQRODl's questioners at the 
police station were officers of the successor organization of 

the AVH, or members of the uniformed police auxiliary of the 
AVH's successor organization. (These comments are not to be 
taken as completely authoratatlve , as DAD Headquarters may 
wish to make some additiox? comments). 

b. Substantively, the data HOMORODI related on document 
procedure as a traveler to Hungary is correct. The 12-week 
waiting period for a visa from the Hungarian Embassy in Vienna, 
Austria, is somewhat out of the ordinary as far as our current 
information attests. 

2. Also forwarded by SPD is a five -page SPD document entitled

18 questions: nana; position and occupation; nationality, date and place 
of birth) mother's name; full address; address of destination in Hungary; - 
object of Journey; name, address and occupation of acquaintances, and of 
relatives in Hungary; passport issuing authority; passport number; names and 
ages of members of family included in the passport; entry and exit rotate and 
entry and exit points; exact date of departure (presumably from point cf 
origin); mean? of transportation - inward and outward; motor vehicle mnber; 
previous stays in Hungary with time and reason; in case of transit through 
Hungary, country of destination. (According to an unconfirmed report of 
March 1959, new application forms now ask almost twice as maxqr questions 
and consist of a perforated longer and shorter part. This seme report 
indicates that travelers to Hungary must now pay in advance the sun of 160 
f orint for every day they intend to stay in that country, irrespective of 
tAether or not they stay vith relatives or friends. Only persons visiting 
their children or parents are exempted from these charges.; 

Entrynoxit visas for groups are normally granted in two weeks and for 
individual tourists within three weeks plus the necessary time for mall 
distribution. All applications for members of a group must be foxvarded 
at the same time, aocompalned by a list in triplicate giving; full nam 
of passengers; date and place of birth; nationality, profession; number of 
participants; date of departure; date of arrival and departure to and from 
Hungary; and entry end exit point in Hungary. 

Issuance of transit visas normally requires one to two weeks, acd they 
may be valid for as much as 60 days to allow for possible alterations in the 
traveler's plans. If the bearer fails to use the visa durii* the validity 
period, he must repeat the initial application procedure to obtain a renewal. 
The beaj«r is allowed 48 hours to transit Hungary, which permits a minimum 
of 24-28 hours in Budapest, or more vith air travel. 

Both the entry^exlt and transit border control documents (BS-SS- 
KIUTAZOUP and ATOIAZASILAP) consist of single sheets with two perforations

II. Pocxacsnt Controls at the Hungarian Border 

Passport control at the Hungarian border is conducted by border guard 
officers in green uniforms. Travelers must enter Hungary oniy at points 
designated on their visa. Passports and entry^erit or transit border control 
documents of persons traveling by train are collected hy controlling officials, 
uho board the train froa both ends, and are taken to an office In the station. 
The documents are returned in 60-90 minutes both containing a rectangular 
encry cachet shovir^j place and date of entry, and with e section of the entry- 
axit transit border and control card, containing the photograph of the traveler, 
detached. Those in possession of entry visar are asked if thoy have male 
accomodations at their destination, and if not. the official 3 rtco-jmend 
hotels which cater to foreigner**. Both the passport and border control 
document must be turned over to the control!*^* official at the saro time. 



Thos* traveling by car Bust present their Internationa?, driver's liec<:

1 # The information provided by Source 13066 with regard to the issue 
of new basic identity documents (SZEMELYI IGAZOLVANY) to all Hungarians 
under the age of 40 does not conform to information available to this 
unit and is considered basically incorrect* 

2. The existence and use of a new format Hungarian basic identity 
document has long been known to this unit. This change was anticipated 
as early as 1957 when the new so-called "Kadar" emblem was adopted by 
the post-revolutionary government. According to one source debriefed by 
SPD, the new documents were available as early as October 1957 but in 
some areas the issue of old format documents was continued until their 
supply was exhausted. Another source debriefed reported that a new format 
document had been issued to her husband in the Spring of 1958 as a replace- 
ment for a soiled document. There is reason to believe that the new format 
documents were Issued in relatively small numbers during 1958 as replace- 
ments for lost or damaged documents and as original issue documents to 
those reaching their 16th birthday. It is certain, however, that old format 
documents were still used for these purposes in at least one megye or county 
as late as March 1959- As late as 3 October 1959, NEPSZ ABADSAO # one of the 
two principal daily Budapest newspapers carried an announcement by the 
National Police Headquarters of the Ministry of Interior to the effect that 
identity documents which were to expire in 1959 would become invalid on 30 
November 1959* Those who had not yet exchanged their expiring Identity docu- 
ments were instructed to report to their police headquarters immediately. 
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3. The original mass issuance of identity documents for persons 16 
years of age and older took place in Hungary in 195* and 1955 At that 
time all documents had a validity of 5 years only. Subsequently, in June 
1956, a regulation changed this as to persons over 30 years of age. Under 
the new law, documents of persons from age 30 to 50 were given a validity 
period of 10 years and those of persons over 50 were to have indefinite 
validity. This new regulation was given effect during the revalidation 
campaign following the October 1956 revolution when all Szemelyi Igazolvany 
had to be presented to police authorities within a given time. Revalidation 
came in the form of a reddish stamp pasted on the inside back cover of every 
basic identity document. The only information entered on this stamp was 
the terminal validity date of the document. Por those under 30 the validity 
date on the stamp was the same as that originally indicated in the document; 
for those between 30 and 50 the stamp showed a terminal validity date exactly 
5 years later than that originally entered in the document and for those over 
50 the word indefinite was entered on the stamp. Documents issued after the 
revalidation campaign did not get revalidation stamps. 

4. Large scale issue of the new format identity documents probably started 
in some areas early in 1959 when, according to newspaper and radio announcements, 
all persons in possession of documents which were to expire during the 1959 year 
were required to exchange them starting 2 January 1959* These announcements 
outlined the procedure for the exchange and included a statement on the manner 
in which inhabitants would be notified as to the time when they were to apply 

to their local police headquarters for their new identity documents. 

5. In line with the above, basic identity documents of the large majority 

of those between the ages of 21 to 36 have or will have their documents exchanged 
during 1959 or i960. Ihis could easily create the general impression that people 
under 40 have been issued the new format document. 

6. On the other hand, information available to this unit leads us to believe 
that so far, unexpired documents of the old format have not been exchanged for 
the new documents unless: 

a. their validity period expired or will expire some time during 
1959 or i960 

b. the originally issued document had to be replaced because of its 
loss or damaged condition 

c. the name of the bearer has changed through marriage or otherwise 

d. an error has been noted or discovered in the bearer's document 

7. The discrepancy noted in the documentary cover material provided for the 
Source* s April IBC mission to Hungary has been previously discussed with 66th 
MI Group personnel in Munich. In and of themselves the documents were not in 
error but it is a fact that the entry pertaining to military service did not 
correspond with material in the document legend.

b. Our letter of May 2, 2001, providing you the requested records, pertaining to Hungary 
Operational Activities (FOIA #634F-01). 

As noted in our letter, we were coordinating with another government agency concerning the 
releasability of their information contained in the records. 

Coordination has been completed with an agency and a record has been returned to this office 
for our review and direct response to you. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
(EO) 12958. As a result of this review, one page of information has been denied in its entirety, 
as it is currently and properly classified SECRET according to Sections 1.3 (a) (2) and 1.5 (c) of 
EO 12958. This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA 
pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b) (1). It is not possible to reasonably segregate meaningful 
portions of the withheld page for release. On March 9, 1999, the President exempted the files 
series in which these records are maintained from the automatic declassification provisions of 
EO 12958, Section 3.4, pertaining to classified records more than 25 years old. A brief 
explanation of the applicable sections follows:
